November  Goals 

As  this  is  written— October  14-Uncle  Tom's  song  accurately 
describes  the  financial  condition  of  WBAI.  And  the  bills  for 
the  coverage  of  the  October  15  Vietnam  Moratorium  aren't  in 
yet!  This  coverage  and  the  beginning  of  stereo  broadcasting  are 
essential  to  our  aim  of  providing  WBAI  listener-sponsors  with 
good  programming.  But  they  do  cost  money  that  we  are  not  in 
the  best  position  to  spend.  We  are  slowly  paring  down  the  total 
of  debts  accumulated  during  the  disastrous  summer-but  we  still 
have  a  fair  piece  to  go.  We  can  only  hope  that  the  listeners  who 
receive  this  Folio  will  assist  us  in  obtaining  a  bigger  base  of 
listener-sponsors.  Perhaps  because  of  the  lengthy  Marathon, 
perhaps  because  of  the  difficulties  caused  by  our  trying  to  func- 
tion out  of  two  home  bases,  perhaps  because  our  audience  is 
being  hit  hard  by  the  rising  cost  of  living,  the  number  of  WBAI 
listener-sponsors  dipped  in  October.  We  must  have  a  substantial 
increase  to  keep  functioning. 

If  your  subscription  is  about  to  lapse,  please  renew  it.  Our 
formal  goal  for  November  is  $30,000;  this  represents  1,000  new 
subscriptions  and  the  renewals  of  800  that  are  about  to  expire 
this  month.

November  Programming 

WBAI  GOES  STEREOlTo  celebrate  this  momentous  occa- 
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sion,  All  Souls'  Day  has  been  renamed  Stereo  Day  and  features 
the  first  of  a  series  of  live  stereo  broadcasts  from  the  Metropoli- 
tan Museum  of  Art  as  well  as  the  radio  premiere  of  The  Nude 
Paper  Sermon  by  our  Music  Director  Eric  Salzman.  The  Metro- 
politan Museum  concert  begins  our  stereo  broadcasts  of  the 
well-known  Musica  Aeterna  Saturday  night  series  conducted  by 
Frederic  Waldman.  (As  of  publication  time,  there  were  some 
technical  difficulties  involved  in  broadcasting  Musica  Aeterna; 
if  they  are  not  overcome  by  November,  we  will  present  in  their 
place  the  best  of  the  Free  Music  Store  concerts-all  of  which 
were  foresightedly  taped  in  stereo.) 

Other  stereophonies  from  the  Music  Dept.  are  two  concerts 
by  the  Aeolian  Chamber  Players  and  the  two  programs  of  un- 
usual organ  music  played  by  Calvin  Hampton  and  Martha 
Folts. 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Dept.  is  contributing  a  rare  item 
to  Stereo  Day:  a  reading  of  Fungi  from  Yuggoth,  an  early  poem 
by  H.  P  Lovecraft,  by  the  Pacifica  Word  Players.  Note  also  the 
Brownsville  highschool  production  of  Fiddler  on  the  Roof  and 
Baird  Searles'  interview  with  Mark  Saxton  on  the  sequel  to 
Austin  Wright's  Islandia. 

Bob  Kuttner,  WBAI's  new  Program  Director  and  head  of  the 
News  and  Public  Affairs  Dept.,  has  some  important  words  to 
say  about  the  immediate  future  of  our  programming  on  the  next 
page. 

In  November  the  News  and  Public  Affairs  Dept.  has  sched- 
uled the  second  in  the  series  of  four  programs  on  The  Turbulent 
Sixties,  produced  by  Dale  Minor  and  based  on  the  archives  of 
the  Pacifica  stations  here  and  on  the  West  Coast.

urban  America  in  Newark:  City  of  the  Future. 

Julius  Lester  and  The  Great  Proletarian  Cultural  Revolution 
move  from  Thursday  evening  to  Tuesday  this  month.  Joel  New- 
man begins  a  new  series  on  Renaissance  music  every  other 
Monday  at  5:00  pm.  Regular  listeners  will  notice  that  this  pro- 
gram, as  well  as  several  old  favorites,  now  appear  in  the  5:00 
pm  slot.  The  Morning  and  Afternoon  Concerts  are  now  sepa- 
rate entities  and  not  rebroadcasts  of  each  other. 
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A  Statement  from  WBAI's  Program  Director 

WBAI  at  its  best  is  like  nothing  else  on  the  air.  At  our  worst,  we  are  cliquish,  pomp- 
ous, formula,  smug,  arcane,  pedantic  and  boring.  I've  had  the  fantasy  of  sneaking  into 
the  booth,  and  miking  over  one  of  our  horrors  "Boring . . .  boring . . .  boring . . .".  Our  lis- 
teners turn  us  on  first  out  of  loyalty,  and  too  often  then  turn  elsewhere.  Yet,  when  we're 
good,  you  out  there  are  so  grateful,  you  willingly  suffer  another  XX  hours  of  schlock 
until  the  next  fresh,  timely  program. 

WBAI  is  of  necessity  in  a  new  building,  which  it  can't  afford.  We  do  need  the  finan- 
cial support  of  our  listeners  more  than  ever,  as  the  promos  say;  but  we  also  need  to 
merit  it.  Otherwise,  we  might  as  well  use  the  air  time  selling  soap. 

Beginning  December  first,  we're  going  to  make  an  attempt  to  loosen  things  up  at 
WBAI— to  involve  new,  broader  circles  of  New  Yorkers  in  WBAI  programming;  to 
break  down  the  rigid  departmental  distinction  between  "Public  Affairs,"  "Music"  and 
"Drama  and  Literature."  We  will  try  to  give  more  coverage  to  what  is  happening  to 
N.Y.,  to  what  is  happening  in  the  arts,  to  areas  that  we  have  not  bothered  with  in  the 
past.  We  will  try  more  live,  immediate  programming,  as  well  as  more  properly  produced 
programs. 

We're  brilliant  in  crises,  but  we  can't  depend  solely  on  them  to  stimulate  good 
programming.  Even  in  New  York,  they  don't  happen  quite  often  enough  to  be  our 
mainstay.  New  York  City  is  indeed  falling  apart;  its  decay  is  generating  a  ferment  of 
excitement— in  the  arts,  in  politics,  in  social  confrontations.  WBAI  needs  to  reflect  and 
communicate  what  is  happening,  not  just  decay  along  with  it. 

In  January,  we  will  be  ten-years-old  as  a  listener-supported  station.  Our  birthday 
should  be  a  time  for  the  renewal  of  experimentation  and  of  morale.
